.. Encouragement of vocational 
education is provided in a meas- 
ure prepared by the State Board 
of Edueation and introduced in 
the Legislature by Senator Stro- 


bridge, of Alameda county, and 
numbered Senate Bill 236. The 
purpose of the bill is to give op- 
portunity for agricultural, indus- 
trial; trade, commercial and all 


other practical’ subjects in the} 


seventh and eighth grades of any 
elementary school, or in any high 
school in .California. The act 
provides for state aid to any 
schools teaching these subjects to 
the extent of one-third of the.,am- 
ount. expended in instruction in! 
voeational subjects. 

‘The main purpose of the act is 
té encourage the establishment 
and‘maintenance of courses of in- 
struction in the public schools, 
that will prepare, in some skilled 
oecupation, the vonths of the 
state who are not fortunate 
enough to secure such training| 
elsewhere or in the university or 
teehnieal schools. The act not 
only provided state aid for prac-| 
tical vocational courses in the 
regular schools, but it also pro-| 
vides for the establishment and| 
support of day continuation and 
special vocational schools and ev- 
ening: vocational schools.
